Breaks Jail 
For Revenge 


Armed With Machine Gun, 
Searches Hotel for Wife’s 
' Alleged Lover. 


Tulsa, Okla., January 16.—(/)— 


John Mayo. 29, convicted bank robber 
and key witness in the Osage murder 
trial, esCAped from county jail here 
early today armed with four zevolvers 
and a machine gun, terrorized a down- 
town hotel in search of ‘iis wife’s al- 
leged lover, and escaped. 

Every available deputy is searching 
for Mayo with orders from Sheriff 
Bob Sanford to “shoot to kill.” 

Mayo was a federal witness in the 
trial of W. K. Hale, “King of. the 
Osage,”” and John Ramsey, cowboy 
farmer, convicted at Oklahoma City 
last fall of the killing of Henry Roan, 
Osage Indian, and sentenced to life 
imprisonment. “Mayo was held to be 
the Star government witness in the 
trial, tracing alleged dealings between 
Hale and Ramsey and members of the 
Al Spencer bank robbers gang. 

Escape Carefully Planned. 

Mayo’s escape had evidently been 
carefully planned. Early today Joe 
Wilson, night jailer, and “Uncle Dave” 
Easterly, night turakey, in the jailer’s 
office were confronted by Mayo who 
held a revolver in each hand. 

Both Wilson and Easterly were 
locked in the “bull pen” by Mayo. 
Then emptying the jail till of $35 he 
went to the kitchen, obtained a heavy 
meat cleaver and smashed the lock 
off the jail armory. Here he obtained 
{two more pistols and a machine gun. 
With perfect composure he galled for 
a taxicab and concealed his weapons 
as much as possible under his cloth- 
ing, drove to a nearby hotel where 
his wife, Elaine, and the 11-year-old 
son were staying. Charles Parson, 
night clerk, attempted to stop him 
as he hurried toward his wife’s room. 
Placing the barrel of the macHine gun 
at Parson’s stomach, Mayo forced the 
clerk to lie face down on the floor. 

He found only his wife and boy in 
the room. Refusing to heed his wife’s 
entreaties, he walked through a con- 
necting bathroom into an adjoining 
room occupied by W. 8S. Holt, battery 
station employee whom he forced from 
bed. “Have you got a gun?” he 
asked. Terror stricken, Holt shook 
his head. 

“I’m going to kill you anyway,” 
Mayo declared, and placed the machine 
gun to Holt’s head. 

“T'll_ give you a chance,” he then 
said. “I’m going to give you three 
hours to get out of town. If I find 
you shere after that, I’m going to kill 
you. 

Leaving Holt, Mayo ran from the 
hotel, leaving his wife weeping. He 
has not been seen since. 

Heavily armed officers are making 
a search of all possible hiding places 
in the city. 

Mayo was a trusty. and at the re- 
quest of federal officers had been giv- 
en special privileges in the jail. He 
was free to enter the various offices 
in the jail, and often ran the elevator 
leading to the cells in the top of the 
courthouse building.

Democrats of the house will renew 
their efforts to obtain tax reduction 
legislation at this session. Tuesday 
the 30 days period since the repub- 
licans of the ways and means commit- 
tee voted to table all tax legislation, 
will expire and under the rules the 
demoerats then can petition for action. 

Should a majority of the house sign 
the petition, a motion could made 
to discharge the committee from con- 
sidering the tax measure and the sub- 
ject would be brought up immediately 
on the floor. Representative Garner, 
democrat, Texas, has announced that 
he has the promise of.a number of re- 
publicans to sign the petition but he 
is not certain whether this will make 
up the required majority.

BRITISH CABINE 
TO DISCUSS CHIN

London, January 16.—Prime Min- 
ister Stanley Baldwin is hurrying here 
from his country home to meet with 
Sir Austen Chamberlain, British for- 
eign minister, before the formal ses- 
‘sion tomorrow of the British cabinet 
which will be devoted entirely to dis- 
cussion of the preconcerted plan of 


action against the contingency of mob 
action at Shanghai. 

Sir Austen, who remained here over 
the week-end, was in touch with his 
office throughout the day and instruct- 
ed the staff to send him every scrap 
of information reaching here from 
China, so apprehensive has become the 
British attitude toward China. Sir 
Austen’s home is only a few minutes 
from Downing street. 

Officials Worried. 

The British officials did not con- 
eeal their worried attitude this aft- 
ernoon and while no untoward reports 
were received, it was overtly admitted 
that today’s quiet may be the calm be- 
fore a possible storm. The final re-

Cost Merchandise Firms 
| $1,490,000,000 Each Year 


Prison Committee of As- 

sociation of Grand Ju- 
rors Reveals Extensive 
Operation of “Fences.” 


New York, January 16.—Merchan- 
dise valued at $1,490,000,000 is tak- 
en out of legitimate channels in the 
United States each year by fraud, theft 
and robbery, and sent back into the 
market through a system of “fences’’ 
to undersell honest dealers. 

How the “fence” or receiver of stol- 
en property operates to supply the 
liaison between swindlers, burglars and 
highwaymen is told in a voluminous 
report issued by tye prison committee 
of the Association of Grand Jurors 
of New York County. 

In arriving at the huge total of 
losses the report gives the following 
tabulation: Merchandise frauds, $500,- 


000,000; credit frauds, $265,000,000; 
robbery, theft and holdups. $100,000,- 
000; burglary, $525,000,000. 

The report also points out the weak- 
nesses in existing laws which make the 
illicit dealer almost immune from pros- 
ecution. 

Jewelry, furs and silks lead the list 
of merchandise that forms the stock 
in trade of the underworld dealers, al- 
though the report adds, no line of 
goods, no matter how difficult to steal 
and sell, is immune from crooks. 

Fake bankruptcies and credit frauds 
are included with burglary and armed 
holdups as ways merchandise is start- 
ed through underworld channels and 
back to the shelves and counters of 
honest merchants. 

“The modern ‘fence’ is no fugitive 
Fagin, no shabby Mother Mandel- 
baum,” the report declares, “but is a 
resourceful operator, with connections 
both in the underworld -and in the 
realm of seemingly honest business. 

“The big business of buying, distrib- 
uting and selling stolen goods is well 
financed, efficiently organized and se- 
cretly operated,” the report says. 

“The fence sends out underworld 
salesinen to merchants whom he knows 
to be open to arguments of prices well 
under the market. There are scores 
of these salesmen who never in their 
‘lives have sold a dollar’s worth of 
honest stuff.”

beries are seldum, if ever caught, the 
committee declares, for the holdup men 
nnd safe crackers who execute the ac- 
tual robbery never know who obtains 
the information and plans the robber- 
ies.

Washington, January 16.—Is the 
United States drifting into war with 
Mexico? 


This is the big question of the hour. 
not only in Washington but in Wall 
street and foreign capitals. 

It is the question on which-Ameri- 
can big business and the chancellories 
of Europe, Asia and Latin America 
have been seeking inside information 
in Washington and Mexico City dur- 
ing the last few days. 

Washington is alive wit. the emis- 
saries of the big financiers sent to 
headquarters to learn, if possible, 
whether in the opinion of the Cool- 
idge administration the row with Mex- 
ico over anti-American plotting in Nic- 
aragua and over the Mexican oil and 
alien land laws is verging toward 
armed hostilities, whether the admin- 
istration contemplates employing force 
as a last resort for the protection of 
American residents and interests be- 
yond the Rio Grande. 

: Cables Are Busy. 

Cables and wireless stations have 

heen busy for a week with inquiries 


from foreign hich officials who have. 


directed their Washington envoys on 
the matter, and with the confidential 
replies of their diplomats. 

All of these inquiries have failed 
to elicit any definite answer to the 
question, chiefly for the reason that 
not even the administration knows 
whether the present’ strained relations 
with Mexico are destined to eventuate 
in war. It all depends on the future 
conduct of the Mexican government 
and on future happenings in Mexico 
over which the Calles government may 
have no control. 

American Protestant churches pro- 
fess to be greatly alarmed over the sit- 
uation. Their organizations are 
daily memorializing the administration 
and congress to keep the United States 
out of war with Mexico, while the

No War Over Nicaragua. 

In the judgment of men closest to 
the administration there is going to be 
no war with Mexico over the Nicara- 
guan incident. True it is that Presi- 
dent Coolidge has formally accused the 
Mexican government in a message to 
congress with conduct. unfriendly to 
the United States in Nicaragua. The 
Mexican government has issued a gen- 
eral denial of the president’s charges 
and appears to be disposed to let it go 
at that, if we are so disposed also. 

The Nicaraguan affair -is regarded 
by the administration as virtually a 
closed incident. The Calles plot to 
extend a Mexican hegemony over Cen- 
tral America has been started. Ad-

casa revolution and protecting the 
Diaz government. 

Our marines are going to’ stay there 
indefinitely. They were there for 12 
years during which the country was 
at peace and prospered prodigiously. 
The administration now perceives it 
was a mistake to withdraw them. 
They are back and probably never 
again will be withdra@n, though the 
force undoubtedly will be reduced 
eventually to a regiment of 100 for

Strategic Position. 


With our armed forces established 
in Nicaragua guarding the route of 
a second inter-oceanic canal, the right 
to build to which we purchased for 

,000,000, and with the proclaiming 
of the doctrine of the “peculiar respon- 
sibility” of. our nation in the Carib- 
bean, the United Statés resumes its 
occupation of the strategic position in 
Central America. The navy depart- 
ment has drafted plans for establish- 
ing a naval base on the Bay of Fon- 
seca in Nicaragua which was author- 
ized in the canal treaty. Experts are 
of the opinion that within two dec- 
ades construction of the Nicaraguan 
canal will be found desirable. So long 
as we occupy this strategic position 
Mexico will not be able to make us 
serious trouble in Central America. 

Opponents of the administration do 
not concede the Nicaraguan affair a 
closed incident by any means. Sen- 
ator Borah (republican, Idaho), said 
tonight that he sees no possibility of 
eompromise between Diaz and Sacasa 
on the conditions stipulated by Diaz, 
which provide he shall serve out the 
Solorazano term which ends in 1929 
and that an election shall be held un- 
der American auspices in 1928. Mr. 
Borah points out that there will be 
an election in 1928 anyway. The 
senator thinks that President Coolidge 
ought to withdraw recognition of Diaz 
and hold an election at once. 

Oil Land Situation. 


That the oil and alien land law 
controversy will eventuate in war with 
Mexico is farthest from the thoughts 
of the men around the president. They 
share the conviction of Mr. Coolidge 
that this dispute is susceptible of am- 
icable settlement. According to the 
administration to go to war over 


the Mexican oil and land laws would 


not be justified and would not be so 
regarded by the American people. 
The administration has threatened 
to withdraw recognition of the Calles 
government if America should be dis- 
possessed without adequate compen- 
sation of properties acquired before 
the constitution of 1917 nationalizing 
mifteral and agricultural lands went 
into effect. It is possible that the ad- 
ministration will make good this threat. 
Withdrawal of recognition might 
lead to a breach of relations and even- 
tually to war. The administration, 
however, would not regard withdrawal 
of recognition as a step preliminary to 
war but merely as a return to the sit- 
uation existing before we extended rec- 
ognition on the promise .of Obregon

Revolution Is Fear. 
If we should get into a war with 


| Mexico it would be more likely, ac- 
‘cording to Washington opinion, to be 
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incidental to revolution in Mexico than 


‘to the outcome of the Nicaraguan af- 
‘fair or the oil and alien land law con- 
' troversy. 


This is known to be the 
real fear of the“ Calles government. 
Revolutionary movements are begin- 
ning to appear in Mexico and the Mex- 
ican government is employing all its 
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‘The next few 
‘weeks will be the critical period. 
If, as a result of revolutionary ac- 
tivity, lives and ee of Ameri- 
can citizens and foreign nationals 
should become unsafe in Mexico it 
would become necessary for the ad- 
ministration to furnish protection as 
it has done in Nicaragua. It is not 
unlikely that one of the first objects 
of the operations of any important 
revolutionary undertaking would be 
the seizure of the rich Tampico oil 
fields in which the properties of the 
American, British, Belgian and other 
foreign oil companies are situated. 

If a condition of anarchy were to 
develop in the Tampico region the 
British and other forelvanes would ap- 
peal at once to their governments for 
protection as would the Americans to 
the Washington government. Then if 
Mr. a. should act in accordance 
with his Niearaguan policy he would 
dispatch cruisers and destroyers and 
land marines to police the district. 

If he failed to act the British un- 
doubtedly would land armed forces for 
protection of their nationals, a pro- 
ceeding which we regard as violative 
of the Monroe Doctrine and which we 
invariably obviate by landing Ameri- 
can forces and protecting foreigners 
as well as Americans. 

War Might Result. 

If the Mexican government were to 
regard action of that sort as unfriend- 
ly conduet on our part, war, of course, 
might be the result. This is the rea- 
son thet the revolutionary movements 
in Mexico are being narrowly watched 
liere and abroad. 

There are a number of these revolu- 
tionary groups endeavoring to stir the 
Mexicans to revolt against the Calles 
government, There is young Rene 
Capristan Garza who has proclaimed 
himself provisional president, and is 
trying to cdnsolidate the support 
of the Catholics in a drive against 
the government which has proscribed 
the clericals. 

The man who looms up as the pros- 
pective central follower of Mexican 
revolution is Adolf De La Huérta who 
was provisional president in 1920 and 
who two years ago led an unsuccess- 
ful revolt against Obregon. 

He is at present in seclusion in Los 
Angeles. 

But in his seclusion he has received 
messages from a score or more of mili- 
tary leaders pledging allegiance if he 
will head a general revolt against the 
Calles government, 

De La Huerta Danger Point. 

By those who oppose the policies of 
the present Mexican government, De 
La Huerta is looked upon as a con- 
servative who is opposed to the con- 
stitution of 1917, and the oil and land 
difficulties with the United States 
which developed, and as one who in- 
timates a foreign policy of accord with 
the United States. 

In fact, it is predicted by those in 
the confidence of De La Huerta, that 
if he should head a successful revo- 
lutionary movement, he would have 
the 1917 constitution abrogated in fa- 
vor of its predecessor, that of 1857. 
and move to have the latter amended 
to meet modern needs along conserva- 
tive lines. 

In doing so, it is understood, he 
would hage the support of the Catho- 
lics who are in so large a majority in 
Mexico. 

The Yaqui Indians, 6,000 strong, 
are said to be mobilized in southwest- 
ern Sonora with the name of De La 
Huerta on their banners while allied 
with them are their Indian relatives, 
the Mayos, 1,500 strong. 

General Nicolas Fernandes, former- 
ly second in command to Villa. is said 
to be preparing for eventualities in 
southern Chihuahua with 1,500 caval- 
ry; General Juan Galindo, another 
former Villa officer, is reported in 
Durango with 1,500 men; General 
Natero, in Zacatecas with 500; Gen- 
cral Fernando Gonzales de Arteaga, 
chief of staff to the late president 
Porofio Diaz, in Oaxaca with 1,5 
men under arms, and Generals -Galle- 
gos and Barregas, in Guanttajlato with 
3.000 men. Minor groups prepared for 
action exist in practically every state 
of Mexico. 

Raoul Madero, brother. of the late 
President Francisco Madero, has head- 
ed a revolt at Parras, Coahuila, with 
1.000 men and assisted by former 
Villa officers, defeated General Esco- 
bar, a Calles general. :

Washington has not yet found a 
fully satisfactory explanation of the 
administration’s course in handling 
the Latin-American situation, partic- 
ularly the Mexican case. Opposition 
politicians and newspapers have been 
unrestrained in their criticism which 
probably was to have been expected. 
But even such devoted papers as the 
New York Herald-Tribune and the 
Philadelphia Public Ledger have been 
critical of Kellogg’s handling of the 
controversy, particularly his use of

There is a good deal more support 
for the ends which the administra- 
tion has in view than there is for the 
metheds which have been used. 

Washington has been considerably 
puzzled at the tactics employed fol- 
lowing so closely upon President Cvol- 
idge’s refusal to permit appropriations 
for three new navy cruisers and his 
appeal for “moral disarmament” at 
Trenton, N. J., Christmas week. 

Attempts made by partisan oppo- 
nents to explain the administration’s 
attitude on political grounds have not 
been convincing here. The administra- 
tion’s course has aroused uneasiness 
rather than blind support. If there 
is any political reaction it is likely 
to be harmful rather than beneficial. 
These critics explain that by saying 
that the administration merely mis- 
judged sentiment and did not antici- 
criticism that has been 
aroused by its militant course. 

The most generally accepted view 
in Washington is that Kellogg let 
the situation run away with him and 
that Coolidge, out of loyalty to his 
secretary of state, felt obliged to back 
him up. Kellogg’s judgment ‘has been 
openly attacked many times by NSen- 
ator Borah and other hostile sen- 
ators. Some of them feel that this, 
rather than any ulterior political mo- 
tives on Coolidge’s part, accounts for 
the situation. 

None of this speculation is conclu- 
sive, however, and Washington con- 
tinues to be puzzled if not aston- 
ished.

KELLOGG CRITICIZED 

SOUTH AMERICA, 

Buenos Aires, January 16.—Demon- 
strations against intervention by the 
United States in Nicaragua, held in 
both Rio de Janeiro and Buenos Aires 
over the week-end, have been followed 
by a renewal of editorial comment 
criticizing the stand of Secretary of 
State Kellogg. 

In Rio de Janeiro both students and 
the general public held meetings of 
protest. -.\t the latter Roberto Hin- 
ojasa, secretary of the Bolivian lega- 
tion, advocated formation of a Latin- 
American league for “defense against 
North American imperialism,” while 
at the students’ meeting a protest was 
passed for tranmission to the United 
States ambassador and support was 
pledged to Mexico in the-event of in- 
tervention there. 

“We send the youth of Nicaragua a 
pledge of moral support for all young 
patriots working against Yankee im- 
perialism.” said a message from the 
students to the Nicaraguan consul. 

Considerable difficulty faced the 
promoters of the mass meeting held in 
Buenos Aires. While thousands filled 
the street to hear speeches the Unité 
States communists and radical agi- 
tators attempted to take charge of 
the meeting. Some of the speakers 
attacked all foreign business interests 
in their desire to preach communism. 

The British in Argentina were 
singled out for special attack. Finally 
the criticism of the more extreme 
speakers became too general and there 
were cries of “Down with Politics.” 
After an hour and a half of disorder 
President Palacios, of the Latin-Amer- 
ican union addressed the crowd. 

The newspaper La Prensa, in its 
Sunday comment. on Nicaragua criti- 
cizes newspapers of the United States 
which “endeavor to make _ readers 
swallow the story that more powerful 
reasons exist for Secretary Kellogg's 
action than the spectre of bolshevism.” 


SOLUTION OF SITUATION 
IS HOPE OF DE LA BARRA. 

Paris, January 16.—(#)—The 
United States will have occasion to 
show the righteousness of its inten- 
-tions in the -present Nicaraguan- 
Mexican-American crisis, Francisco 
De La Barra, former president of Mex- 
ico and former ambassador to Wash- 
ington, declared today in an exclusive 
interview withthe Associated Press. 

“Pan-Americanism,” he said, “can 
exist in full and effective fashion only 
by basing itself upon mutual confi- 
dence.”’ 

Senor De Wa Barra recalled his 
previous warnings that Pan-Ameri- 
canism never would be an active force 
unless it avoided the dangers of 
hegemony and sought solely the gen- 
eral interests of the western hemi- 
sphere, always respecting the rights 
of both weak and strong states. 

“IT hope with all my heart that a 
solution which will harmonize the in- 
terests of Nicaragua, “he United 
States and world commerce under the 
reign of right can be realized,” he 
continued. ‘‘That the dexterity ef the 
American government will find a so- 
lution with high dignity, while fore- 
seeing the most happy consequences 
that an act of such a nature could 
secure for it. I believe I know the 
mentality of the United States and I 
know that at the same time there 
are forces motivated by material in- 
terests, and there are also most pow- 
erful moral forces, actuated by love 
of justice, right and peace. 

“The incertitude of the American 
policy and certain regrettable facts 
have not up to the present allowed 
of the establishment in the relations 
between Latin America and Anglo- 
Saxon America of a confidence as ab- 
solute and firm as we would have de- 
sired—we, who see in the solidarity 
of the republics of. our continent one 
of the most efficacious elements for 
the progress and wellbeing of hu- 
manity. 

“Tt is not by the policy of ‘the big 
stick,’ nor yet that of the dollar, that 
we will arrive at a solution of the 
Nicaraguan problem, but by negotia- 
tions between the states, one of which

Although the increase is termed, 
under the ordiraunce which is expect- 
ed to be offered unless some compro- 
mise is reached, a water raise, it was 
pointed out Sunday night that it is 
in reality a special school tax levy, 
.nd as such would be amenable to 
an cquitable distribution of the tax 
under the contemplation of eourts of 
equity. ‘There was no threat to ap- 
peal to the courts for a decision if 
the matter is not adjusted, but it was 
pointed out that such a course might 
of necessity be pursued. 

Protest of the federation of trades’ 
executive board is set out in the po- 
sition that fairness dictates that a 
municipally-owned utility should fur- 
nish service at cost, and that non- 
revenue-producing departments must 
be financed from general taxation. 

Injustice to Poor. 

An increase in tax assessments 
should, if necessary, be resorted to 
rather than to pay the school debt by 
doing injustice to the thousands of 
poorer citizens on whom the principal 
burden of the proposed water rate in- 
crease would be placed, the executive 
board held.

The former crown prince is believed 
by many of his friends to have decided 
definitely to join the ranks of the 
small army of exiled European mon- 
archs and crown princes, following his 
consideration of conditions on which 
Rumania will permit him to return 
home. 

King Ferdinand’s envoy to Paris 
last week presented Carol with a plea 
to return to Bucharest before his fa- 
ther’s death. But with it there was, 
among other conditions, a demand 
that the former royal heir abandon 
Madame Lupescu, for whom he first 
deserted a prospective throne. 

Carol's conversation with the en- 
voy as reperted by. some of his friends 
contained a_ statement showing he 
would not desert Madame Lupescu.

In Talk on War 


“Lack of preparedness for war does 
not destroy war, it only destroys the 
people not ready for war,” declared 
Pastor Will H. Houghton, of the Bap- 


tist tabernacle, in his Sunday night 
sermon delivered before a congrega- 
tion of about three thousand. 

The preacher was speaking on the 
subject “Have We Had Our Last 
War?” He declared that only through 
acceptance of the gospel of Jesus 
Christ, the gospel of good-will and 
peace to men, can the world win to 
everlasting peace. “In the fullness 
of time,” said the pastor, “Christ 
who came the first time to bring in- 
dividual salvation, will come again 
bringing worldwide peace.” 

“You will not understand this ser- 
mon to be a declaration for war,” said 
Dr. Houghton. “I do-not want war 
now or in the future. I have two 
boys and trust it may be possible for 
them to live out their lives without 
going to war. But what I want and 
what is really to happen may not 


agree.” 
Refers to Prophecy. 

Declaring that prophecies of the Bi- 
ble should be used in seeking the an- 
swer to the question, the preacher 
said that Book promises “a day wher 
war shall be no more, but it does noi 
savy that we have reached that day.”’ 

Replying to the question “Why does 
God allow war?’’ the preacher saic 
there are four answers. First, God 
allows war just as He allows sin. 
Second, He allows war because of the 
law of sowing and reaping—a sinful 
nation must be punished on this earth. 
Third, He allows war because we are 
not puppets. He has given us the 
power to choose, the ability to decide 
and the necessity of accepting conse- 
quences. Fourth, He allows war be- 
cause men-made governments are being 


tested. 
With Government. 


Enlarging upon his declaration that 
he believes in preparedness Dr. 
Houghton said “I know that war prep- 
aration is not ideal, but we are not 
living in an ideal world. We must 
see things as they are and be ready 
to meet any emergency that arises. 
We are hearing rumors these days of 
possible trouble in Central America 
and Mexico. I am with my goyern- 
ment in all they do. I have great 
sympathy with the state department 
and the serious problem facing it. 
but I would not send a single company 
to die in behalf of the oil companies 
or tighten the grasp of the Roman 
Catholic church on poor, enslaved 
Mexico.” 

Declaring that the average pacifist 
hopes for peace through 
man can do,” Dr. Houghton said that 
man’s boasts about himself for the past 
50 years had centered upon discov- 
eries and inventions that would but 
add to the horrors of future wars. 

“Times demand,’’ he said, “that we 
cease from worshiping man, whose 
breath is in his nostrils, and learn that, 
our hope is in God.”

There is a legend in medical cir-

measure vision and fit glasses. 

That is true. I have never recom-' 
mended optometrists, but only ocu- 
lists, and I am now ready to admu 
mat I may have been wrong about 
that. 
Before we go any further it would 
be well to define the terms which 
relate to the eye and its diseases or 
def»cts. 

Optician, one skilled in optics, the 
making of optical instruments and 
especially spectacles or eye glasses. 

Optometrist, one skilled in the 
measurement of eyesight. 

Oculist or ophthalmologist, a physi- 
cian especially skilled in the diagnosis 
and treatment of diseaves or defects 
of the eyes. 

The optician, then,-is a good man 
to take your prescription to, when 
the oculist or optometrist has pre- 
scribed lenses for any deficiency of 
eyesight. The optician is as skilled 
in filling the prescription for lenses 
as the pharmacist is in filling a pre- 
scription for medicine. 

Often a weakness of the eyes or im- 
pairment of vision is due to some un- 
suspected disease such as nephritis or 
a sinus @nfection. which, of course, 


is not amenable to glasses and can 
be recognized only by a ~- physician. 
The oculist frequently discovers evi- 
dence of such underlying systemic 
disease in his examination of the 
eyes. The optometrist or optician is 
not qualified to do so. 

In order to make an accurate test 
and determine precisely how much 
eyestrain needs correction in a given 
case, it is essential to use “drops” in 
the eyes to put the accommodation 
at rest, if the individual be under mid- 
dle age. The “accommodation” is the 
unconscious focusing effort, which 
gives a considerable margin of error. 
The focusing apparatus after middle 
age becomes more fixed and hence 
drops are not necessary for an ac- 
curate eye test in older persons. Some- 
times unscrupulous spectacle peddlers 
propagate the suggestion that these 
drops. used by physicians (oculists, 
opthalmologists) are dangerous. Cus- 
tomers should remember the fable of 
the fox and the grapes which were 
beyond his reach. In some states or 
provinces the law expressly prohibits 
opticians or optometrists or others 
than oculists (physicians) from using 
drops in the eyes—just anther of 
our funny laws, bat it explains the 
souring of the grapes in this instance. 
The use of drops for proper eye ex- 
amination has proved harmless in 
many thousands of cases. 

With the exceptions noted, it makes 
little difference whether one goes to 
an optometrist or an oculist to be 
fitted with glasses. But it seems un 
wise to consult an eve man other 
than an oculist (physician) for trear- 
ment of disease which affects the eyes 
or the eyesight.

Nicaragua and speaks of them with 
clarity and wisdom. 

He knows, as most informed and 
uninformed men do, that there has 
been no clearer case in our history 
cailing for pacific arbitration than 
our present controversy with Mexico. 

Article XXII of the treaty of Guad- 
eloupe-Hidalgo expressly obligates both 
nations to submit controversies be- 
tween them that do not involve na- 
tional honor and independence to. ar- 
bitration upon the demand of either. 
That treaty is yet in full force and 
cannot be ignored by either party with- 
out truculence and injustice. It was 
dictated practically by this nation and 
the democratic platform of 1852 said 
of it that it “insured tq the United 
States indemnity for the past and se- 
curity for the future.’’- 

i'nder the treaty indemnity may still 
be obtained and security for the fu- 
ture guaranteed, without recourse to 
another war and another treaty. 


The American Consensus. 

Speaking to the reported willingness 
of the Mexican government to agree 
to arbitration, Senator George de- 
clared : 

“With respect to Mexico, no other 
course is open—none ether ought to 
be desired—none other is, in fact, de- 
sired by the American people.” 

No one—neither President Coolidge 
nor Senator Borah-—has put forward 
this concrete and certain consensus of 
American public opinion. 

Senator George realizes to the full- 
est not only the predilection, but the 
fixed purpose, of our citizens at large 
to back the government whenever an 
ultimatum demands that. 

But he very sensibly doubts that the 
boixshevik nightmare afflicting ‘Nerv- 
ous. Nellie’—otherwise Secretary of 
State Kellogg—is a worthy casus belli 
between this country and Mexico. Our 
senator is reasonably suspicious that 
the greasy hands of our American oil 


hijackers are stirrlug the waters of, 


discord and goading the temperamental 
Mexicans to some overt act that will 
provoke our armed intervention. 

Senator George is eminently cor- 
rect in saying that upon the Monroe 
IDectrine we are obligated to pre- 
vert the necessity for intervention by 
a European or Asian nation, we are 
equally obligated not to intervene our- 
selves, especially with “force and 
arims’’ in the internal affairs of any 
independent nation of the western hem- 
isphere, 

it is no proper business of Uncle 
Sam to assume the character of the 
political traffic cop of Central Amer- 
ca. 

Any action of that nature upon our 
part instantly and properly excites 


the fears ‘of all the Latin-American 
people that the United States, instead 
of combating a phantom “bolshevik 
hegemony in Central America” is ac- 
tually moving like a boreal glacier to 
cover their countries with a thinly- 
veiled North American imperialism, or 
“benevolent suzerainty.”

Most intelligent Americans know 
that there is not the slightest ground 
for such a suspicion. To any of our 
responsible statesmen the suggestion 
that we wish to control, govern, or 
annex any Central or South American 
people is the hugest of all jokes! 

Ask any leader in Washington 
whether we want this or that country 
and people south of our present bor- 
der and his explosive answer wil] be: 
“Good rd, no—never !” 

But you cannot get that fact into 
the average Latin-American political 
brain with an oil-well drill. One 
who has never lived among people and 
given special study to their political 
psychology, cannot understand their 
peculiar and perennial dread of the 
United States. 

Those people from the times of the 
Spanish conquests have been the sub- 
jects of force and the victims of 
greed. Government to them is usually 
a combination of Loth those elements. 

They call the United States “the Co- 
lossus of the North,” which means to 
them that we are powerful enough 
whenever we become greedy enough to 
squeeze and swallow any, or all, of 
them. They teach their children that 
as soon as they get teeth to eat tor- 
tillas and tamales, And whenever 
there is’ discussion of contrariwise in- 
terests between ns and them they 
throw their hands up toward the em- 
pyrean and exclaim: “What could 
we do against the Colossus?”

Duce Would Make Won- 
derful Actor—Air Is 
Charged With Expecta- 


tion Before He Appears | 


To Make Speeches. 


Mr. Van Paassen has written 
a series of eighteen articles on 
Mussolini,.the most talked of 
man in the world. The eleventh 
article follows. 


XI. MUSSOLINI THE ORATOR. 

(Copyright, 1927, for The Constitution) 

Rome, January 17 —"*You must 
learn to live in accordance with the 
standards of new Italy,’’ Mussolini told 
a mass meeting of 50,000 young men 
in the Roman “Coliseum, the majestic 
monument of the ancient empire. An 
added: “What are those stand- 

First of all, work; in the sec- 
place,: discipline; third, clean 
lives: fourth, disinterestedness, and 
fifthly, courage.” 

The Coliseum speech a few months 
ago was probably the most imposing 
and fiery that Mussolini has given in 
a long career of flamboyant ha- 
rangues. It was also the occasion of 
a demonstration of the strength of 
fascism, which showed itself a_ solid | 
phalanx of the youth of the country 
behind the duce and eager to carry 
out his ideas and policies. 

Mussolini advances to the edge of 
the platform and begins his speech. 
His voice is clear and far-reaching. 
There are different kinds of Italian, 
but the duce speaks a pure north 
Italian, the purest, the most melo- 
dious and the most musical of all the 
local dialects. 

He begins softly. But he wastes 
no words. The sentences are short 
and to the point. He has a sheet of 
note paper in his hand, but he never 
refers to it. 

When he warms up to his subject 
the fists are clenched and he shakes 
them defiantly. When he enumerates 
certain points he emphasizes them by 
slapping the right hand on the palm 
of the left.

is in motion, so 
much in contrast with some British 
speakers, for instance. Lord Balfour 
does not move a-muscle and Austen 
Chamberlain only twirls the string 
that holds His monocle. 


Once in a while the duce steps back, 
to catch his breath. He purses hts 
lips, almost bringing the upper lip 
against his nose. He draws himself 
up to his full length and puts his 
arms in his sides. This respite in the 
dynamic, intense address gives the 
fascists an opportunity to express 
their approval with a hilarious ap- 
plause and renewed shouting. 

I have had an opportunity to watch 
Mussolini address a group of his fol- 
lowers. Before he makes his appear- 
ance, the air is charged with expecta- 
tion. Not a whisper is heard in the 
serried ranks of the black shirts and 
this startling silence becomes the more 
of a contrast when, upon the duce’s 
appearance, the masses break out in 
a thunderous ovation. 

Mussolini makes a dramatic -en- 
trance. At once he lifts up his right 
hand—the fascist salute—the same 
movement employed by a New York 
traffic cop when he wants to halt the 
flow of vehicles. 

Immediately every fascist stretches 
out his white-gloved right hand and 
non-fascists who happen to be in the 
crowd soon follow their example, for 
bodily security’s sake. The fascists 
begin to shout their ovations: “Ev- 
viva Mussolini!” or “Viva Italia.” 
If the king happens to be present and 
the fascists neglect his majesty in 
their clamorous acclaim, which has 
often been the case, the black eyes of 


the dictator flash angrily and with a 


gesture he makes an end to the shout- 
ing. Mussolini’s left. hand in the air 
means: “Enough of this, be quiet!”

And the black shirts, drilled and 


disciplined to obey, hold their tongues. 

Suddenly Mussolini jumps forward 
to the edge of the platform. He is 
on the level with the upper part of the 
speaker’s tribune. His chin sticks out, 
a massive, energetic jaw, and his eyes 
flash fire. You see nothing but those 
eyes. The man is all eyes, so to 
speak. At once the massed fascists 
become quiet. They realize the duce 
is in dead earnest. Not a breath of 
wind seems to be stirring, as if the 
elements were anxious to catch every 
word of Caesar's new message. Sud- 
denly the voice smashes the silence 
with a bang. From high-pitched, it 
becomes snarling, it rings with defi- 
ance and despise for his enemies. But 
it soon rises again, like a stormy 
tempest whistling through the masts 
of a schooner. It screams like a 
whirlwind and yells with the ferocity 
of a tornado. 


This is the moment the black shirts 
have been waiting for. It is ‘the 
climax of the duce’s speech. The le- 
gions cannot be held down any longer. 
Caps fly in the air, men shout oaths 
and vows of fidelity and loyalty, pan- 
demonium breaks loose. At the mo- 
ment of the highest enthusiasm, the 
duce steps back, surveys the immense 
crowd in front of him from left to 
right, smiles graciously and disap- 
pears. 

Immediately the bands strike up 
the fascist hymns and all present join 
in singing. The choral is unlike the 
massed singing of German -soldiers. 


| There is more tempo and pep in it, 


the defiant spirit of the duce has 
leavened the whole assemblage. In 
each fascist has descended something 
of the spirit of Benito Mussolini. 
There are other times when the duce 
speaks with less vehemence.

More Cows Raised in South 
Will Help, Says Dairy Expert 


During the past week we had oc- 
casion to call on the Dairy. and Farm 
Supply company of 33 Garnett street, 
and were surprised to see the large 
number of farmers there who were 
getting first-hand information and buy- 
ing dairy supplies. 

This frm is the largest of its kind 
in the southern states and they carry 
every possible thing needed by the 
farmer who may have one or more 
cows. It is owned by the three 
Steinheimer brothers who, during the 
past 30 years, have done more than 
anybody else to gncourage the dairy 
business in the South. 

A. I. Steinheimer,. president, has 
traveled very extensively in the inter- 
st of the southern dairyman and the 
more he has traveled the more con- 
vinced he has become that the south- 
ern farmer can do much tc help him- 
self if he will keep one or more good 
cows. 

Value of Cows. 

Mr. Steinheimer says: 

“The value of the milk cow seems to 
be as yet unknown to most of the 
southern farmers who complain of the 
hard times the cotton situation has 
forced upon them. 

“You don’t hear such complaint 
from our northern brothers and . they 
have just as hard a time to make a 
living. They would not think of 
keeping a cow that did not pay for the 
feed and keeping; the same system 
applies to our German brother farm- 
er, who would not farm without a few 
cows in his barn whether he got any- 
thing for his milk or not as he well 
knows it takes the cow, and only the 
cow, to help keep up his land; and 
until our Georgia farmers learn to 


practice this they can not hope for 
much’ success. | 

“We do not advise the abandonment 
of growing cotton but we do earnestly 
advise him to keep cows; not poor, 
non-paying cows, but good cows, raise 

d for them and the fertilizer from 
them will enrich and build up the 
land, and the milk, cream and butter 
from them pay living expenses. 

“Raise some cotton on the side, 
which, when ready fot market and 
eer will be surplus to do other things 
with. 

Cow Salvation. 

“We are acquainted with several 
farmers who had it not been for 
cows they bought when the boll wee- 
vil made his appearance would have 
gone broke beyond redemption, but the 
cow saved them and today they would 
not think of abandoning them, yet 
they are making and selling cotton, 
but are not hard up. 

“There are just as many opportu- 
nities on the farm today ever, and 
we believe more, and if our southern 
farmers sleeps over his right the far- 
off neighbor will move in and force 
him out. 

“Look what Turner county, which 
was flat broke, has done with the 
cow, hog and hen, each a necessity to 
our living public, and always in de- 
mand, and what Turner county did 
every county in Georgia and the south 
can do. But it takes grit, coopera- 
tion and pull-together, and if ‘dad’ 
can’t do it let son try it. Give him 
a chance and it may help him from the 
idea of going to the city. If you 
would have prosperity follow the cow, 
hog, hen system and stick to them. 
Don’t get discouraged.”

UNREST NOTED 
AMONG ATLANTA 
NEGRO STUDENTS 


Philadelphia, January 16.—(?)— 
Wallace A. Battle, president and 
founder of Okolona Industrial school 
at Okolona, Miss., in a statement is- 
sued here today took notice of the dis- 
satisfaction among students regarding 
the management of some of the pri- 
vate schools and colleges for the edu- 
cation and training of negro young 
men and women. He instanced re- 
cent unrest at Fiske university and 
Atlanta university. 


“For the last half dozen years there 
have been vivid evidences of ‘new 
freedom in. schools’ which, in negro 
private schools, I should call anarchy 
and mob violence,’’ Dr. Battle said. 
“Not less than one-half of our private 
schools and colleges have either been 
through or are now ‘passing through 
some form of mutiny and anarchy. 

“If there are real grievances, re- 
dress should come in an orderly way 
through two-thirds of the students in 
signed petitions to the president,” he 
suggested. “Should this fail, the same 
petition should go to the president of 
the board of trustees in annual ses- 
sion. If the students can not accede 
to the wisdom of the board then dur- 
ing the summer vacation let them 
choose each for himself the institution 
whose rules and regulations best suit 
his requirements.”’

MAY DECIDE CASE 


(By Leased Wire to The Constitution and 
The Chicago Tribune.) 


Detroit, January 16—Was Henry 
Ford serious in the spring of 1919 
when he threatened to quit the com- 
pany and go build a competitive car 
of his own? That threat, it is claim- 
ed, influenced the minority stockhold- 
ers in the Ford Motor company to 
sell out immediately and at what they 
now assert was a low price. Was 
Ford serious or was his threat a 
shrewd move aimed at gaining con- 
trol of the company for himself and 
his son, Edsel? 

Only Ford himself can answer this 
question which may turn out to be 
among the most important ones of the 


$31,000,000 suit now in hearing here 
in which the former shareholders, led 
by Senator James Couzens, are ap- 
pealing from paying the government in 
profits taxes more than half again as 
much as the $20,000,000 they have 
already paid. 

So it is that the week-end adjourn- 
ment has not been one of rest and 
case, but one in which counsel for both 
sides have been busy testing out and 
strengthening their evidential fences 
and mystery and rumor have had full 
sway.
